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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Madam  Chaii’man,  Councillor  Mrs.  Brown  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Aimual  Report  for  the  year  1953. 

Review  of  the  Vital  Statistics  indicates  a satisfactory  state  of 
health  in  the  District  during  the  year.  The  birth  rate  is  higher  and 
the  death  rate  lower  than  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
Although  the  numbers  involved  are  relatively  small,  so  reducing 
theh  significance,  it  is  nevertheless  very  satisfactory  to  note  that 
the  infant  mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  District. 

Notifiable  diseases  showed  no  unusual  prevalence.  The  occurrence 
of  two  cases  of  diphtheria  serves  as  a reminder,  if  such  is  needed,  of 
the  continued  existence  of  this  dangerous  disease  and  of  the  con- 
tinuing need  for  immunisation  against  it.  It  is  regrettable  that 
numbers  of  children,  under  the  age  of  five,  are  not  being  given  the 
protection  this  measure  affords. 

The  tables  relating  to  housing  provision  show'  how  much  has  been 
achieved  in  this  matter  of  such  importance  in  any  consideration  of 
the  public  health,  yet  much  remains  to  do. 

The  programme  for  conversion  of  outdated  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion of  the  conservancy  type  is  no  less  important  for  the  health 
and  safety  of  all  the  urhabitants  of  the  District  than  for  those  who 
dwell  in  the  houses  concerned. 

In  conclusion  may  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for 
your  support  and  encouragement  since  I assumed  office  in  October 
of  the  year  under  review.  I have  great  pleasure,  too,  m acknowledg- 
ing gratefully  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  Mr.  Wilkinson  and 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  VITAL 

STATISTICS 

1.  Natubal  and  Social  Conditions. 

Ai-ea — 8,224  acres.  The  District  consists  of  7 Wards  ; it  borders 
with  the  City  of  Durham,  Dm-ham  and  Lanchester  Rural  Districts, 
and  Crook  and  Willington  Urban  District. 

Industries.  Mainly  Coal-Mining  and  Agriculture. 

Poptilation.  Tlie  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  is  19,840,  an  increase  of  140  from  1952. 

Inhabited  Houses.  According  to  the  Rate  Books,  the  number  of 
inliabited  houses  in  the  District  is  6,160. 

2.  Vital  Statistics. 

Registrar  General’s  Area  Comparability  Factors.  These  figures 
are  a means  of  adjusting  the  rates  for  Births  and  Deaths  so  that  the 
population  of  the  District  is  directly  comparable  with  the  population 
of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  in  so  far  as  distribution  by  age 
and  sex  is  concerned.  The  adjusted  rates  are  those  to  be  compared 
with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  with  the  similarly  adjusted 
rates  for  other  areas. 

Births.  During  the  year  there  were  registered  205  male  births 
and  158  female.  Of  this  total  of  363,  11  were  illegitimate.  There 
were  23  more  births  than  m 1952.  The  bh’th  rate  (adjusted)  of  19.4 
is  slightly  higher  than  the  rate  for  last  year  (18.3). 

Table  1 shows  the  Live  and  Still  Birth  Rates  in  comparison  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  of  Durham 
and  various  great  and  small  towns.  Table  II  shows  rates  over  the 
past  10  years. 

Deaths.  223  Deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  120  males 
and  103  females.  This  was  an  increase  of  six  from  1952.  The  Death 
Rate  (adjusted)  of  12.2  is  little  changed  from  the  similarly  adjusted 
rate  of  12.0  in  the  previous  year.  Tables  I and  II  show  comparisons 
with  rates  for  County  Durham  and  England  and  Wales. 

Table  III  shows  the  individual  causes  of  death.  Diseases  of  the 
Circulatory  System  accounted  for  82  of  the  deaths  registered,  or 
37%.  The  figure  for  1952  was  35%.  Deaths  from  Cancer  amounted 
to  32  as  opposed  to  40  in  1952. 

Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  five  and  from  Non- 
Pulmonarv  Tuberculosis,  one. 

Infant  Mortality.  (Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age). 
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10  children  died  before  reaching  one  yeai'  of  age,  as  compared  with 
18  last  year,  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  27.2  is  tlie  lowest 
yearly  rate  recorded  for  the  Disti  ict  (earhest  available  record  1921). 

It  compares  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  of  26.8.  However, 
the  numbers  of  infant  deaths  each  year  are  comparatively  small 
and  too  great  significance  should  not  be  attached  to  a single  rate.

These  numbers  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  rates 
given  in  Table  II  and  should  be  considered  in  assessing  the  change 
in  the  rate  over  the  years. 

While  bearing  in  mind  the  remarks  above,  it  is  nevertheless 
very  satisfactory  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  this  year  is  only 
half  the  average  rate  over  the  past  10  years. 

Of  the  10  children  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  five 
were  less  than  four  weeks  old. 

Maternal  Mortality.  There  was  one  death  during  the  year  from 
puerperal  causes.

Section  C 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 

During  the  year  there  was  no  undue  prevalence  of  irotifiable 
infectious  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Although  the  rrumber  of  cases  was  twice  that  occurrmg  in  each  of 
the  previous  two  years  it  is  still  not  great.  The  character  of  the 
disease  continued  to  be  mild. 

Diphtheria 

There  were  two  cases,  happily  neither  fatal.  Then  occurrence 
serves  as  a reminder  that  the  risk  of  infection  is  still  present  and  the 
need  for  immunisation  as  great  as  ever. 

The  tables  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  figines  show'  that  records 
were  received  of  197  children  under  the  age  of  five  having  received

during  the  year  full  courses  of  diphtheria  immunisation.  This  is  an 
increase  of  11  over  the  1952  figme. 

751  children  under  five  years  of  age  had  completed  a full  course  of 
immunisation  by  31st  December,  1953.  The  child  population  figure 
for  the  District  is  not  available.  However,  for  the  five  years  up  to  and 
including  1953  the  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  District 
is  1,775  and  in  the  same  year's  64  children  died  before  reaching  one 
year  of  age.  1,711  may  be  accepted  as  an  estimate  of  the  number  of 
children  under  five  years  old  in  the  District  of  whom  approxi- 
mately 242  would  be  under  eight  months  old,  the  age  from  which 
immuirisation  is  usually  undertaken.  The  proportion  of  these 
children  immunised  therefore  is  only  about  52%,  which  is  a low 
figure.  It  must  be  emphasised  yet  again  that  only  with  the  mainten- 
ance of  an  adequate  level  of  immunisation  in  the  population  is 
diphtheria  likely  to  be  eliminated. 

Enteric  Fever 

Tlie  case  was  one  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  a boy  aged  10  years.  The 
source  of  infection  was  not  apparent  and  there  were  no  associated 
cases. 

Poliomyelitis 

The  two  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occured  one  in  January 
and  the  other  in  August.  The  &st  was  in  a girl  aged  12  years  and  the 
second  a boy  aged  11  months.  A feature  of  interest  epidemiologically 
is  that  both  children  dwelt  in  the  same  street  of  houses.  No  connec- 
tion between  the  cases  was,  however,  apparent. 

There  was  no  notification  of  the  non-paralytic  form  of  the  disease. 
Measles 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  notifications  over  those 
for  the  previous  two  years.  The  disease  was  a contributory  factor 
in  the  death  of  one  child. 


Whooping  Cough 

The  number  of  cases  was  not  remarkable.  There  was  one  death,  in 
a young  child.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  two-thirds  of  the  cases 
were  in  children  under  the  age  of  five  years.  It  is  in  young  children 
that  the  disease  is  most  distressing  and  dangerous,  both  from  the 
risk  of  a fatal  outcome  and  that  of  residual  disability,  the  latter 
being  not  infrequent. 
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'CUBEROULOSIS 

15  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  12  of  these  being 
pulmonary.  In  1952  the  numbei'  of  new  pulmonary  cases  was  17. 
Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  five  as  compared 
with  four  in  1952. 

During  the  year  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  paid  a visit 
to  the  Ushaw  Moor  District  from  30th  March  to  10th  April,  1953.

1 . Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  a few  farms  and  cottages  the  district  draws 
its  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Dm’ham  County  Water  Board. 

Speaking  generally,  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory.

2.  Sanitary  Accommodation 

1,718  houses  with  sanitaiy  accommodation  of  the  conservancy 
type  remain  in  the  area,  but.  the  majority  of  these  house.s  are  old 
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and  will  no  doubt  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts  as  Clearance 
Areas  within  the  next  three  to  twelve  years  and  it  would  be  unecon- 
omical to  include  these  m a scheme  of  conversion. 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  included  in  the  number  some  houses 
with  an  estimated  life  of  15  to  35  years,  and  undoubtedly  these  are 
properties  which  should  be  considered  for  inclusion  in  any  future 
conversion  scheme.

3.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Negotiations  are  still  in  progress  with  the  appropriate  Govern- 
ment Departments  and  other  interested  bodies  in  connection  with 
possible  grants,  required  approvals,  etc.,  for  the  comprehensive 
Browney  and  Deerness  Main  Drainage  Scheme.  In  the  meantime, 
the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board  continues  to  issue  adverse  reports 
upon  effluents  from  several  of  the  Council’s  now  obsolete  Sewage 
Disposal  Works. 

4.  W.C.  Conversions 

During  the  year,  owing  to  the  financial  restriction,  it  was  only 
possible  to  approve  50%  grants  towards  the  cost  of  26  conversions. 

5.  Private  Street  Works 

Schemes  of  making  up  Back  Streets  and  Access  Roads  thereto 
were  completed  at  Jubilee  Street,  New  Brancepeth  and  East 
Terrace,  Waterhouses,  and  thereafter  taken  over  as  highways 
repairable  by  the  inhabitants  at  large. 


Progress  is  being  made  witli  the  preparation  of  other  sclienies  in 
accordance  with  the  Council’s  Pi'ogi’amme.

6.  Public  Cleansing 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the  administration  and 
supervision  of  this  department. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  shop  refuse  is  can  ied  out 
by  dii’ect  labour,  as  is  also  the  collection,  sorting  and  baling  of 
salvaged  paper.

The  last  two  vehicles  in  this  schedule  have  been  in  constant  use 
since  1941/2  and  they  have  reached  a stage  when  they  are  becoming 
a liability  rather  than  an  asset,  and  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
more  difficult  to  keep  the  full  complement  of  lorries  on  the  road. 

It  would  be  a good  policj'^  at  this  stage  to  take  at  least  one  of  the 
7 cu.  yds.  Karrier  Bantam  off  the  road  and  replace  it  with  a 12  cubic 
yard  vehicle. 
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During  the  past  year,  two  lorries  mth  a capacity  of  12  and  10 
cubic  yards  respectively,  each  with  a team  of  one  driver  and  four, 
or  five,  labourer  fillers,  one  of  whom  is  a working  chargeman,  have 
been  used  exclusively  for  the  emptying  of  bins.  These  two  teams 
are  dealing  with  approximately  3,450  houses  weekly. 

With  the  increasing  number  of  new,  and  converted  properties, 
we  could  with  advantage  place  a third  waggon  of  the  same  type  on 
bin  work,  and  three  of  the  four  existing  Karrier  Bantams  could  deal 
with  those  parts  of  the  area  served  with  privies. 

There  are  approximately  6,600  houses  and  other  premises  dealt 
^vith  each  week.  Bins  are  emptied  every  four  to  seven  days,  accord- 
ing to  requirements,  privies  are  cleared  every  seven  days. 

7.  Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  led  to  Council  Tips  at  Brandon  Colliery,  Ushaw  Moor, 
and  Esh  Winning.  Three  auxiliary  tips  are  also  used  at  Brandon 
Village,  Burnigill  Farm  and  Broompark. 

Burnigill  Tip 

This  is  a land  reclamation  scheme,  to  raise  the  level  of  a low 
lying  field  which  is  boggy  and  often  subject  to  flooding.  The  com- 
pletion of  the  scheme  will  raise  the  level  of  the  field  by  approxi- 
mately 5-6  feet.

The  super-vision  and  admhiistration  of  Rodent  Control  is  carried 
out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  S.  Slack,  who  is  depot  chargeman  in  the  Cleansing  Depart- 
ment, also  acts  as  part-time  rodent  operator,  and  during  the  period 
when  sewer  treatment  is  undertaken  (twice  yearly),  two  other  men 
are  transferred  to  this  Avork,  foi’  a period  of  approximately  four 
weeks. 

Rodent  Control  was  taken  over  from  the  Durham  County  Council 
during  1946,  and  since  that  date  sewer  treatment  had  been  success- 
fully carried  out  every  six  months,  usually  duruog  the  months  of 
April  and  September. 
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When  business  premises  are  disinfested,  a charge  is  made,  com- 
prising actual  cost  of  labour  and  materials,  plus  a percentage  for 
administration  expenses,  private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of 
chai'ge. 

The  undermentioned  schedule  shows  in  detail  the  work  over  the 
past  eight  years,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  sewer  infestation 
continues  to  decrease.

Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  at  the  Government  Controlled 
Slaughterhouse,  Meadov'field,  where  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  are 
slaughtered  to  supply  the  requnejnents  of  Durham  City,  Durham 
Rinal  and  Brandon  and  Byshottles  districts. 

As  previously  reported,  the  closest  co-operation  exists  between 
the  Council’s  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  and  the  Slaughterhouse 
management,  who  give  all  possible  assistance  to  facilitate  inspection.

Issue  of  Licences  to  Slaughter  Animals 

Sixteen  Slaughtermen’s  Licences  were  renewed  during  the  year. 

2.  Food  Inspection 

1,244  lbs.  of  foodstuffs  condemned  during  the  year  consisted 
chiefly  of :

3.  Ice  Cream. 

Three  of  the  eight  Ice  Cream  manufacturers  on  the  Council’s 
register  have  decided  to  buy  in  their  Ice  Cream  from  the  larger 
manufacturers,  as  the  comparatively  small  amount  of  Ice  Cream 
they  were  making  did  not  justify  the  purchase  of  expensive  plant 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  Ice  Cream  Regulations. 

The  number  of  manufacturers  registered  in  the  area  is  now  five, 
and  35  shops,  etc.,  are  registered  as  retailers. 
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These  premises  are  regularly  visited  and  the  standard  of  clean- 
liness aiid,  in  the  case  of  manufacturers,  methods  of  production, 
have  been  found  satisfactoiy. 

4.  Fish  Fryebs

All  milk  sold  to  the  general  public  in  the  district  is  pasteurised 
and  bottled  at  the  Creamery  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board,  Langley 
Moor,  or  by  the  various  dairies  in  outlying  districts  who  supply 
pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  through  Co-operative  Societies  and 
shops.

Creamery,  Milk  Marketing  Board,  Stone  Bridge,  Langley 
Moor 

This  Creamery,  built  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board,  was  opened 
on  14th  April,  1948,  and  all  dahy  farmers  taking  part  in  the  scheme 
have  their  milk  collected  daily  for  pasteurisation  and  bottling. 

Those  who  retail  milk  have  the  required  quantity  returned  to  them 
daily. 

The  Creamery,  situated  at  Stone  Bridge,  is  built  on  an  island  of 
land  bounded  on  the  North  side  by  the  main  Durham  to  Crook 
arterial  road,  and  by  the  old  road  on  the  South  side. 

The  through  put  of  the  Creamery  has  gradually  risen  from  42,000 
gallons  weekly  to  approximately  120,000  gallons,  of  which  some 
40,000  gallons  are  tuberculin  tested  pasteurised.  In  addition,  1,500 
gallons  of  cream  are  bottled  yearly. 

Employing  115  persons,  this  Ci’eamery,  its  buildings,  lay  out  and 
equipment  is  regarded  by  the  leading  authorities  m the  trade,  as 
the  best  and  most  up-to-date  pasteurising  and  bottlhig  dairv  in  the 
country.
